EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

1. An Applicant's Amendment filed on December 17, 2008 has been entered. Claims 53-59 
and 63 have been canceled; and claim 52 has been amended. Overall, claims 52, 60, 62, and 65 
are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claim 52, claimed method for operating an engine comprises the steps of operating the 
engine in a first mode with a first number of cylinders deactivated and a first number of valves 
operating in each active cylinder, and operating the engine in a second mode with a second 
number of cylinders activated and a second number of valves operating in each active cylinder; 
wherein during the first mode, valve operation includes dual intake dual exhaust valve operation 
during the cycle, and during the second mode, valve operation includes alternating intake 
alternating exhaust valve operation; is not disclosed or rendered obvious by the prior art of 
record.
